January 20, 1981, would be a day that all parents, 
teachers, and students would be able to say was 
one of the most historical days in their lives. 


Two months before, Ronald Wilson Reagan de- 
feated President Jimmy Carter in the race for the 
U.S. Presidency. A year before that, on November 
4, 1979, the U.S. Embassy in Tehran, Iran, had 
been siezed by terrorists, taking the embassy per- 
sonnel as hostages. On January 20, 1981, as Ron- 
ald Reagan was sworn in as the fortieth President, 
the announcement was made that the remaining 
52 American hostages in Iran would end their 
captivity of 444 days. 


Many students were among the crowds that stood 
at the West Front of the Capitol and lined the 
sidewalks of Pennsylvarta Avenue to watch the 
Inaugural parade. Fireworks and eight Inaugural 
balls followed that evening. 


One week later, on Tuesday, January 27, Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue was again packed with people. This 
time, however, added to the patriotic banners, 
were masses of yellow ribbons to commemorate 
the hostages in the parade in their honor. . 


There seemed to be a new spirit in Americans, 
more patriotic and more hopeful. The best part, 
though, was that we were there. A short ride on 
the subway from Ballston Station in Arlington took 
us right down to the center of the action. We were 
the envy of America. The week of January 20 was 
a week that wouldn’t be forgotten quickly by any- 
one. The best part was being there.

Intellectual discipline, as the name said, was the 
name of the game. Freshmen begin interdisciplinary 
studies with World Civilizations, after having passed 
a screening inventory, and resolving to themselves 
that they enjoyed reading. A team taught humanities 
course, the World Civilization program combined 
Western history and expository writing in a two year, 
four cresit course. The World Civilizations student 
avoided the Obenchain method of English grammar, 
and was able to concentrate on writing expository 
essays and research papers while assessing the influ- 
ences of art, religion, literature and philosophy with- 
in the periods of history. 


Ardently Committed Juniors who were able to sur- 
vive an entrance exam full of analogies and who 
were willing to accept academic challenge participat- 
ed in the American Civilizations program, a one 
year, two hour course encompassing English and 
American History. American Civilization students ex- 
perienced their heritage through the study of litera- 
ture, economics, government, philosophy and art 
using intensive primary source reading and the leg- 
endary writing samples. Many American Civilizations 
students rewarded themselves in the spring by taking 
the Advanced Placement American History exam for 
which they were well prepared after their digestion 
of the Blum bible, the ‘National Experience.” 
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Senior Humanities was not only interdisciplinary, but 
also inter-seasonary. Daring Juniors took home sum- 
mer reading lists including works from James Joyce 
and Shakespeare to pre-themselves for Senior Hu- 
manities and its study of English literature and Unit- 
ed States government. Unlike its counterparts World 
Civilizations did not fuse the course materials of 
Advanced Placement English and Government, but 
instead separated its intense, textual study of litera- 
ture, and its historical and practical study of Govern- 
ment. The proximity of the nation’s Capitol and its 
workings, Senior Humanities students were able to 
enrich their textbook study with interesting guest 
speakers and field trips. 


The interdisciplinary courses of World Civilizations, 
American Civilizations, and Senior Humanities had a 
reputation discipline; most veterans agreed, howev- 
er, that they wouldn’t have done it any other way.

Quick, what was the first word that popped 
into your mind when you heard the word 
Langley? Many would have said school, 
others would have said boring, still others 
would have said snobbery, and a select few 
would have muttered words that could not 
be mentioned here.

But first, let’s get back to basics. Good ol’ Algebra | 
seemed geared toward terminating the math careers 
of students who found it difficult beyond comprehen- 
sion, For those who liked to be methodical, Geome- 
try was the solution. But Algebra was like the heart- 
break of psoriasis, for it tended to flair up again 
around you junior year following the completion of 
Geometry. 


The Advanced Data Processing not only mod- 
ernized attendance procedures but also allowed stu- 
dents to study the increasingly valuable skill of com- 
puter programming.

New teaching methods are exemplified by Mr. 
Larry Comey, exhibiting the geometric shape of a 
circular cone on his head. 


For example, imagine a dedicated Spanish student 
and his “‘novia” (girlfriend in Spanish), whom he 
affectionately calls his “‘little garbonzo bean,” seated 
in a Spanish restaurant. Without venturing even a 
glance at the menu, he confidently orders el arroz 
con gallina (rice with chicken). He then eases back 
in his chair, confident of his articulation of each 
Spanish work he spoke and also confident that he 
made a good impression on his girlfriend garbonzo. 
However, the waiter interrupts the student’s silent 
triumph and inquires in English with an amused look 
on his face, how the couple would like their plucked, 
uncooked chicken: either the ‘Frank Purdue Way’ or 
with a sprig of parsley. Immediately the boy’s face 
turns white with shock and then red with embarrass- 
ment and frustration as he realizes the mistake he 
made in ordering. In the Spanish language, there 
were two words for for the English equivalent of 
‘chicken’: the word ‘gallina’, an uncooked or live 
chicken, and the word ‘pollo’, which the student 
should have used, a cooked one. 


Pressure to do well created student tension and 
frustration. Matt McKenna, Janine Lazar, Channing 
Arndt, Alice Kim, and Julia Walters approach an 
assignment in the ‘National Experience’ in different 
ways. 


How about some Trigonometry? ‘‘Sines’’ of distress 
and distraught on the faces of Trig students was not 
uncommon. Some “found the Limit’’ of their math- 
ematical capabilities and/or motivation when or if 
they completed their Functions class. Still, (success- 
ful) others found Trig and Functions to be stepping 
stones to Calculus. WARNING: Falling Rocks! 


Another department notorious for the frustration 
epidemic was Foreign Languages. Langley offered 
four languages: Latin, German, French, and Spanish. 
Plaguing the mind of any student was the pronunci- 
ation, grammar, and vocabulary of the language 
he/she was pursuing. One of the inherent risks of 
taking a foreign language was the possibility of mis- 
using it at the most inopportune times and thus 
bringing embarrassment and humiliation upon one- 
self. 
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Back within the brown brick walls of Langley lurked 
a typically frustrating day in the library. To aid the 
librarians, Fair Fax County installed a security sys- 
tem that caught any culprit red-handed with the 
evidence. Therefore, students who enjoyed opening 
their minds to books without opening their wallets to 
use their library cards may have found this new 
system to be quite an obstacle. However, inside 
sources revealed that a small select group of stu- 
dents been plotting to ‘beat the system’. They rallied 
to meet the challenge with pure dedication and Lang- 
ley spirit.

Method In Madness 


Madness, you say, in the Obenchain Method! This 
title was derived from the last name of its founder, 
Mrs. Anne Obenchain, who was an English teacher at 
Langley until she retired two years ago. The text for 
the ninth and tenth grade English classes, written by 
Mrs. Obenchain, was formally known as Links to 
Forceful Writing, Parts | and II. In the first year of 
the program, Freshmen were not only distinguish- 
able by their height, but could also be easily spotted 
with their white book (Links, Part I) in hand. This 
textbook was geared to increase the students’ sen- 
tence power. In order to do so, they first learned 
how to decode such messagees as S;S — , ca, . . . and 
¥2S, buried sc idea, 2S. To aid them in the task of 
combining ideas into hopefully logical relationships, 
they used the famous grammar devices: ‘“CCS, CAS, 
SCS, and RPS.” The little white book was filled with 
oodles of Skill Builders, better known to students as 
brain teasers, which were guaranteed to produce 
groans when assigned. Also, they made friends or 
foes of Mr. X or Ms. R.

School library resources were limited for many 
students and required use of the area public libraries. 
Students search for information in the school refer- 
ence section. 


In the second year of basic training, Sophomores 
were ready to make the sequential step or leap 
according to some students from sentence structure 
to the more complex paragraph and multi-paragraph 
structure. While constructing the various types of 
paragraphs, they sharpened their abilities to reason 
and agrue. Needless to say, they also befriended a 
“red dog” named Spook and an X “unselfish hos- 
tess,’ who appeared repeatedly in this little black 
book (Links, Part II). But English is not only punctu- 
ation rules, for ninth and tenth graders studied all 
forms of literature. 


As the student progressed to the next level, the reins 
of conformity and regiment loosen to allow more 
freedom for his/hers individual style to emerge. 
However, Juniors still studied the processes of prew- 
riting, composing, and postwriting within the spec- 
trum of American literature. Also, the fundalmentals 


of English such as spelling and vocabulary were in- 
doctrinated into the minds of every youngster. Prac- 
tice makes perfect! Speaking of ‘‘perfect,”’ let us pay 
homage to the god of the “‘perfect paper,”’ to whom 
students were reportedly praying for help the night 
before the final REWRITE was due. In additon the 
writing, Juniors were responsible for such literary 
works as Hawthorne’s Scarlet Letter, Wharton’s 
Ethan Frome, and Twain’s Adventures of Huck- 
leberry Finn. 


Shifting literary continents as well as grade levels, 
Seniors in English 12 studied British literature from 
its development from Anglo-Saxon times through the 
twentieth century. Thus they had to examine all 
forms of literature form different cultures and coun- 
tries, including works works from the time of Beo- 
wulf to Eliot’s ‘“The Wasteland,” (which carries spe- 
cial significance for slumping Seniors who had the 
tendency to think of school in that light. Naturally, 
they achieved proficiency in writing, spelling, and 
vocabulary by plunging into many different writing 
modes; they wrote editorials, personal resumes, po- 
ems, persuasion speeches, and Socratic dialogues. 


For students who wished to experience “‘the thrill of 
victory and for some, the agony of defeat,’’ alias 
Advanced Placment Examination in English, or for 
those who wanted an accelerated study of British 
literature, Langley had it. There were two paths to 
“success” available: the one following the more tra- 
ditional route was Advanced Placement English 12, 


and the other, deviating a little in structure and 
philosophy is the Alternative Learning Program A.P. 
English. Seniors, including ‘‘ALPers,”’ target their 
attention on British literary works and complete a 
thorough textual study of every poem, essay, novel, 
and play. Both courses employed advanced techn- 
ques in literary criticism and analysis to improve 
their writing.

Corner are, already the economic heart of 
Northern Virginia, was becoming the comput- 
er capital of the world, as well as home for 
many other high technology industries attract- 
ed by the proximity to the Nation’s Capitol. 


The transiency brought about by the transition 
from the Carter to the Reagan administration 
was evident as many new republican faces 
appeared, and many Democratic ones moved 
on, at least for the next four years.

Housing values in the Northern Virginia sub- 
urbs of Washington, D.C., were the third high- 
est in the United States, behind only Hawaii 
and Los Angeles, California.

In order to enjoy life to its fullest, students needed spending money. 
Money rarely grew on trees, so most students faced the prospects of 
working in a part-time job. 


When first hunting for work, the possibilities seemed endless. Pro- 
spective employees realized that there were several limiting factors, 
however.

Langley was in competition with neighboring Fairfax 
County high schools, like George Marshall, Hern- 
don, Madison, and our archrival, McLean. Football 
and other sports teams competed. Math teams, Eng- 
lish teams, and Forensics clubs all proved them- 
selves in contests and competition. One competition 
that not everyone was aware of, however, was the 
competition for students. 


Langley was actively involved in the county Pupil 
Placement program. Official boundary lines were 
bent so that students could attend the high school 
that answered to their special needs, such as course 
selection, special education programs, or geogra- 
phy. 


About fifty students were involved in the Pupil 
Placement program during the 1980-1981 school 
year. Enrollment at Langley was not affected, how- 
ever, because there were as many who transfered to 
other schools as those who transfered into Langley. 


Josh Baker, a Senior was involved in the program 
for all four years since his home on Springvale Road 
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in Great Falls was one block outside of the official 
schoo! district. 


“It’s great except for one thing: transportation,” he 
said. “‘The bus stopped a block away, yet we had to 
provide our own transportation.” : 


To be approved for Pupil Placement, a lot of red 
tape had to be cut through, with requests having to 
be approved by principals, supervisors, and super- 
intendents. Some students attended Langley be- 
cause of necessary medical treatment in the 
McLean area, or because their parent was a teacher 
at the school. 


One anonymous student admitted that permission 
was not to difficult to get, stating that almost any 
excuse would be given in order to go to the school 
of their choice. 


Despite some of the difficulties, the program 
worked. No one doubted the benefit of the ‘out-of- 
bounds’ students that attended Langley.
